N.. is the time to be thankful 


for the pleasures of cookbooks that 
have transcended the commonplace 
into realms of delicious reading, rib- 
aldry and luxury. 

Grossman Publishers have come 
out with James Trager’s foodbook 
which is to food what Freud is to sex: 
it doesn’t tell you how to do it, but it 
tells you what it’s all about. The title 
should give you a clue: The Enriched, 
Fortified, Concentrated, Country-Fresh, 
Lip-Smacking, Finger-Licking, Inter- 
national, Unexpurgated FOOD- 
BOOK, priced before Christmas at 
$12.50 and $15.00 thereafter. Little 
Brown’s contribution for those turned 
on by the voluptuous pleasures of 
food, sex and the movies is The Myra 
Breckinridge Cookbook, by Howard 
Austen and Beverly Pepper, a salty 
writer and the wife of Newsweek’s 
Rome bureau chief, Bill Pepper. The 
book is dedicated to Escoffier, Fannie 
Farmer and Gore Vidal, prefaced with 
an introduction in the words of myth- 
ical Myra, the queen of the double 
features, liberally illustrated with col- 
lectors’ items, photographs of classic 
movies and their stars, and recipes. 

“One must be thankful for those 
strips of celluloid which still endure to 
remind us that once there were gods 
and goddesses in our midst . . .”’ says 
the real Myra Breckinridge as 
recorded by Gore Vidal in the book of 
the same name. ““To sit yourself down 
in front of the television set and 


watch the late, late show — from 
which emerges the only true art form 
of the twentieth century — is bliss.

The fiberglass 
boats have stacked up an enviable 
record as ocean racers. 

In April 1969 Soverel introduced 
Wings, a prototype 30-foot craft, 
which won the Midget Ocean Racing 
Club’s Miami-Palm Beach race in 
time good enough for a Class A 
t Yacht. The race was a spinnaker run

most of the way, averaging 8 knots 
speed while close reaching with spin- 
naker, staysail and mainly in light 
air.

In the fall of 1969 this same craft 
entered the Block Island Race Week 
Regatta and sailed away with first 
place on points. The Block Island Re- 
gatta is considered a grueling test for 
sailing vessels for sea turbulence is 
the rule here, not the exception. The 
boats race daily and points are given 
for position at the finish. At the end 
of the week, points are totaled and 
Wings was determined the week’s 
overall winner. 

Pat and Jack Duane of Delray 
Beach have a 38-foot Soverel which 
has won more than 50 major races. 
Waite Alexander, an airline pilot from 
Miami, won even more big races than 
the Duanes in his 38-footer Wild 
Wind. 

Palm Beach yachtsman Hughes 
Norment uses his Malandrina tor 
family cruising but has done quite 
well in racing. Hughes Whitehouse, 
also of Palm Beach, does a lot of 
cruising in his Sayonara, another 38. 

Soverel-built fiberglass boats won 
the Columbus Day regatta to Elhot 
Key and return four years in a row, 
racking up first, second and third 
places in each of these regattas in 
1965-66-67-68, and to add to the glo- 
ry of these lively ‘‘sea ladies,’ a So- 
verel won the Chicago Boat-for-Boat 
Regatta winning four first places out 
of a possible five. 

Soverel’s first 28-footer achieved a 
remarkable success and almost imme-

diate acceptance by the sailing public. 
Its success was no fluke for Bill So- 
verel had devoted many years to en- 
gineering, aerodynamics, and hydro- 
dynamics. 

Coupling his background training 
with a willingness to undertake the 
engineering innovations required of a 
novel concept in boat construction, he 
engaged Palm Beach naval architect 
Daniel McCarthy who collaborated 
with Waltman Walters of Hollywood, 
Fla. to design the vessel which _be- 
came highly cherished in local and 
Bahamian waters. In its favor were 
its shallow draft, ability to claw to 
windward, its racing potential, and its 
minimal hull maintenance. 

Ninety 28-footers were built — all 
are still sailing. It was in one of these 
28-foot craft that 18-year-old Mark 
Soverel raced to victory in the Mi- 
ami-Palm Beach race in 1967. Mark 
captured Fleet and Class B honors 
and was credited with the victory on 
corrected time. 

The 28-foot craft raced under 
handicaps for many races are limited 
to boats not less than 30 feet at the 
waterline. This kept Soverels out of 
many major ocean races until Bill So- 
verel came out with an expanded line 
of 30-foot, 35-foot, and 41-foot boats. 
Now the 28-footer is no longer being 
built but its successors have gone on 
to challenge the best afloat. 

Soverel Marine Inc. is a family 
enterprise. Bill Soverel heads the 
company as president, Mrs. Soverel is 
secretary and treasurer, heads up the 
charter boat division of Soverel, and

If Palm Beach, an ‘‘O”’ has 
been added to education’s traditional 
Three Rs. At Graham-Eckes College 
Preparatory the innovative ‘O”’ 
stands for Oceanography. 

Headed by underwater instructor 
Norine Rouse, the school’s accredited 
diving course opens the door to fur- 
ther studies in marine science. 

As if giving scholastic credit for 
scuba diving isn’t unique enough, at 
least once a year Mrs. Rouse moves 
her learning lab from clorine-treated 
pool, or nearby Atlantic shore, far out 
into the crystal-clarity of Bahamian 
waters. 

This year’s venture gave the nov- 
el ‘‘O” a second significance. In its 


1970 context it also stood for opti- 
mism — the kind held only by the 
very young, looking forward to three 
days afloat. 

“Our trip had been rained out for 
three weeks, and the weather still 
threatened,’ Norine Rouse recalled. 
‘“‘But nevertheless students called ev- 
ery hour to tell me the seas were 
calm. I’d look out and see eight-foot 
waves!”’ 

After three weeks’ watching and 
waiting, kinder waters finally permit- 
ted 19 enthusiastic students, a three- 
man crew, and four grateful chaper- 
ons to board their sea-worthy class- 
room, the Dragon Lady.

provisions, and a various assortment 
of Pepsi Generation necessities — gui- 
tars, bikinis, and transistor radios — 
began early on Thursday night. Mid- 
night marked their departure for the 
islands from Spencer’s Boatyard, 
West Palm Beach. 

In keeping with the contemporary 
student’s current fancy for slogans, 
the group adopted their own resolu- 
tion — “Observe and Conserve.”’ The 
slogan was not only a catchy phrase, 
but a diving rule. As Mrs. Rouse ex- 
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plained, ‘“‘My students never do much 
collecting. We enjoy, then leave ev- 
erything for the next diver. Spearguns 
are not allowed in Bahamian waters, 
but I never permit them on board.”’ 

During four days diving in sap- 
phire waters off Grand Bahama Is- 
land there were often as many as 20 
persons underwater at the same time. 
‘“‘We all went in at one time, but 
when I’m diving with students I’ve 
trained, I never worry. By the time 
they’re ready for a trip like this I 


know how they will react,” the st 
dents’ instructor declared. ‘‘In fact! 
because of their good physical condii 
tions, reflexes, and enthusiasm, I¢ 
rather dive with 15 to 18 year ol 
than with most adults I know.”

accredited divers, Leslie, 23, and 
Laurie, 16. 

In order to qualify for the ocean 
outing, diving students from Graham- 
Eckes were required to pass the strin- 
gent NAUI course. Included in the 
training program were instructions on 
basic gas laws, the use of equipment, 
possible medical hazards, physiologi- 
cal changes which occur underwater, 
and hours of actual repetitive open- 
water diving. 

On-board instructions on the com- 


putation of decompression times were 
a part of daily routine. Time in the 
water, depth of the previous dive, and 
the surface interval (time spent be- 
tween dives) all had to be carefully 
tabulated prior to each new water en- 
try. 

Life on board the Dragon Lady, 
according to participants, was agree- 
able, and companionship genial. ‘““The 
only thing that surprised me was the 
helpfulness of the boys — even with

An American Heritage 


Floridian Charles Morgan

Cree Morgan’s Heritage may 
never have had a chance to partici- 
pate in the ultimate sailing experi- 
ence, an America’s Cup race, but the 
handsome skipper achieved many 
‘firsts’ in his initial effort. 

He is the first man in yachting 
history to be owner, designer, skipper 
and builder of an America’s Cup 
yacht. He also is the first Floridian to 
launch an America’s Cup yacht. 

Although Heritage’s racing record 
was undistinguished, Morgan can 
take solace from the fact that in an 
age of cooperative ventures he was 
able to act as an individual in the 
great tradition of Sir Thomas Lipton 
and Harold S. Vanderbilt. 

Today’s Cup yachts, 12-meters 
produced from a complicated formula, 


are the product of highly sophisticat- 
ed tests and studies usually financed 
by a large group of wealthy New 
York Yacht Club members. 

From the beginning, it was clear 
that Morgan was not the typical 
Eastern Establishment yachtsman. 
He was controversial, an attribute sel- 
dom found in members of the 12- 
meter syndicates, but he was also 
popular and entertaining. 

Sometimes he was even innova- 
tive. One of his most interesting and 
even rather revolutionary notions was 
the decision to hoist Heritage out of 
the water when she was not sailing. 

The purpose of the lift, built at a 
cost of several thousand dollars, was 
to keep the wooden hull from absorb- 
ing water and taking on excess 
weight. Perhaps if he had come up 
with a few more ideas like this, he 
would have put on a better showing 
in the August elimination trials. 

In any event, the lift which hoist- 
ed the boat clear out of the water ev- 
ery night, was one of the most popu- 
lar attractions on the Newport water- 
front because it gave tourists an op- 
portunity to get a good view of the 
exquisitely built 12- meter. 

Unlike any other America’s Cup 
boat in recent history, Heritage has a 
bright natural wood finish and looks 
more like an elegant piece of furniture 
than a sailing vessel. 

Today’s Twelves are designed to 
be racing machines, and while all 
yachts of this class are sleek and 
handsome, aesthetics are secondary. 
From the pictorial point of view, Her- 
itage outclassed all rivals. 

Intrepid, the yacht eventually 
chosen to defend the Cup, never lost 
a preliminary race to the Florida 
boat. In a light air race, she bested 
Valiant and earlier severely trounced 
Weatherly. 

Even in failure, the Heritage effort 
is not one that will be soon forgotten. 
It will be remembered as part of that 
larger heritage which is the America’s 
Cup competition. O

F orty years ago a great sailboat 
called the Enterprise won the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup race.

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Under all-encompassing Enterprise Yacht Corp., a division of Elgin National, each firm has 
extended its scope. Sailboats are built in Florida and powerboats on the California coast. 


youngest and fastest growing makers 
of pleasure craft, and the average 
yachtsman can get a kick out of skip- 
pering his own version of the old 
champ, far though it be from the 
original. 

Under the aegis of Elgin National 
Industries, Inc., a burgeoning baby of 
a conglomerate headed up by L. Alan 
Schatler, President, and Herbert S. 
Cannon, Chairman of the Board, En- 
terprise Yachts has emerged in the 
past year as a boat-building business 
to conjure with on both coasts. 

Power boats and timing devices 
are of vital concern to the company, 
as are all manner of sophisticated 
space-age implements undreamed of 
in the leisured days of the thirties. In 
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fact, the gallant old Enterprise has 
lent her name to a whole series of fi- 
berglass craft equipped with instru- 
ments that James Bond would have 
adored. 

In the meantime, back at the ma- 
rina, it all happened remarkably 
quickly. With various companies un- 
der their belts, and hunting for more, 
this new breed of businessmen who 
head up Elgin National Industries de- 
cided that there was tremendous po- 
tential in businesses connected with 
leisure time.

More than 2,000 species of veld flowers, such as the p 
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Se, Africa, where the Atlantic 
crashes into the Indian Ocean, has 
been a frontier for rare discovery ever 
since Bartholomeu Dias reached the 
Cape of Good Hope in 1488. Dia- 
mond finds followed in 1865, gold 
strikes in 1886, and more recently 
platinum near Pretoria as well as 
priceless travel delights among banks 
of flowers across the countryside. 

Today, the Republic of South Af- 
rica astonishingly produces most of 
the world’s diamonds, 82 per cent of 
the West’s gold, and 75 per cent of its 
platinum; but especially rewarding for 
visitors are more than 2,000 protected 
species of rare flowers. Botanical ‘im- 
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portance is linked with exceptional 
loveliness and profusion. 

South Africa’s floral frontier is 
full of surprises. The nation’s symbol 
is the protea, a fascinating flower 
with over 200 varieties. November 
announces summer in this southern 
hemisphere Garden of Eden where 40 
per cent of the land is more than 
4,000 feet above sea level. The gate- 
way capital of Johannesburg nears 
the 6,000-foot mark. 

Most travelers arrive at Jan 
Smuts Airport midway between Jo- 
hannesburg and Pretoria, and often 
first-time visitors are overly intent on 
treks east to glimpse game at Kruger 


Plettenberg Bay, on the 
point known as Cape 
Sea, is set in the heart 
of South Africa’s 
beautiful Garden Route. 


National Park and Zululand pre- 
serves. Perhaps more practical is dis- 
covering the path of flowers formed in 
the triangle of easy routes linking Jo- 
hannesburg, Cape Town, Port Eliza- 
beth, then returning to the capital. 
Flowers surround desert, mountain 
and pristine beach. 

* Flowers are a magic carpet for 
travel in South Africa, especially from 
October through the New Year. Right 
now about 300 miles of jacaranda- 
lined streets blanket Pretoria with an 
ethereal cloud of mauve while hun- 
dreds of square miles of daisies are 
dazzling in the Namaqualand desert. 

The first of this -season’s half- 


es) 


million visitors are arriving at Kirs- 
tenbosch Botanic Gardens near Cape 
Town to start the memorable 400- 
mile Garden Route tour to Storm’s 
River not far from Port Elizabeth. 

South Africa’s flowers are so spec- 
tacular that a special tour to key gar- 
dens and estates has been set up for 
departure on November 27 by Cahill- 
Laughlin Tours and Air France. They 
schedule four others during the sea- 
son. In addition, a whole bouquet of 
similar itineraries have been devel- 
oped by Satour, and South African 
Airways. 

Johannesburg,with the bracing 
climate that comes at one of the 
Transvaal’s highest sites, is not a flo- 
ral mecca, although South Africa’s 
largest city boasts The Wilds, noted 
for its spring flower gardens of wiste- 
ria, magnolia, kaffirboom and mimo- 
sa. The capital has many attractions, 


but the principal one remains gold 


mining. Tours to mines can be made, 
but they are for the hearty. In addi- 


tion, Bantu tribal dances take place 
at the mines most Sunday mornings. 


Diamond cutting is another facet 
of Johannesburg life, and visits to 
centers are scheduled on Wednesdays. 


The King Protea, one of 200 varieties, has 
silver and pink leaves, eight-inch blooms. 


Other city attractions range over the 
Art Gallery in Joubert Park (a fine 
Impressionist collection), the Trans- 
vaal Snake Park with more than 
1,000 reptiles, and the 772-foot Albert 


Hertzog Tower with spectacular views. 


A short side-trip to Pretoria un- 
folds not only the city’s amazing dis- 


play of jacaranda trees but also the 
National Zoological Gardens, consid- 
ered the finest in the country. Here, a 
number of museums and government 
buildings are set in massive displays 
of roses, azaleas and hydrangeas. 

Most visitors en route to the flow- 
er centers around Cape Town are in- 
trigued by the comfort and speed of 
the Blou Trein (Blue Train). The 999- 
mile run from Johannesburg to Cape 
Town is covered in about 24 hours on 
a magnificent route through moun- 
tains, vineyards, and desert. Stop- 
over is usually made in Kimberly, cel- 
ebrated diamond mining center. 

Railroad buffs know the Blue 
Train for its service and cuisine. The 
appointments in leather and plush 
carpet are coupled with remarkable 
sound-proofing and _ ultra-modern 
comforts. The observation lounge 
proffers splendid views of a cross- 
section of the nation, especially the 
painted mountains. 

Cruise travelers usually know 
Cape Town from a summer call but it 
is spring that miraculously transforms 
the area. Roads leading into town are 
bordered with miles of vivid yellow 
acacia trees. Slopes are covered with

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century ago, it is devoted to indige- 
nous flora which covers about 1,000 
acres on the eastern slopes of Table 
Mountain. Incidentally, grand views of 
the entire cape are to be had from the 
top of 3,500-foot Table Mountain 
reached by regular cablecar service. 

Another key spot is Cape Town 
Municipal Botanical Gardens which 
sprawl over about 14 acres. They 
mark the spot where vegetable gar- 
dens were established in 1652 by Jan 
van Riebeeck as a food relay for ships 
of the Dutch East India Company. 
Today’s gardens include a “‘scent”’ 
sector for the blind, an aviary, rose 
terraces, and many magnificent trees 
including what is reputed to be the 
oldest pear tree on the continent. 

Cape Town is actually the hub of 
flowerland and short drives into the 
surrounding countryside provide out- 
standing springtime displays. A key 
day’s excursion leads north to Nama- 
qualand where about 300 square miles 
of desert bloom with golden daisies, 
gazanias and vibrant vygies. 

In the suburbs are a number of

world. Wynberg Park on the hill of 
same name eight miles from town has 
great lawns and lily pools. 

Equally varied are Cape Town’s 


| sights. The oldest building, The Cas- . 


| tle, dates from 1666 and houses a fine 
| collection of paintings and furnish- 
ings. Distinctive Cape Dutch archi- 
tecture abounds, and prime 18th cen- 
| tury examples include Koopman De 
Wet House with the city’s best en- 
semble of colonial furniture, and Old 
Town House (1755) with the excep- 
tional Michaelis Collection including 
works of Frans Hals, Jan Steen, and 
Rembrandt. 

A typical routing begins just 
north of Cape Town with a visit to 
Protea Heights, the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Batchelor. This 600-acre 
hilltop farm is celebrated for cultiva- 
tion of proteas including their serruria 
florida (Blushing Bride). Three miles 
of path wind among thousands of pro- 
tea, while peaks of the Simonsberg, 
Drakenstein and the Hottentots-Hol- 
land mountains are a perfect back- 
drop. 

South Africa is truly a floral king- 
dom, proven again at Stellenbosch 
Botanical Gardens, ranked among the 
top four flora sites. An exceptionally 
fine collection of desert plants, karro 
and succulents include the Welwits- 
chia bainsii, the wonder of the botani- 
cal world. Also seen are 80 species of 
aloe. 

The 400-mile Garden Route has 
wonders too numerous to catalogue. 
First landmark is Caledon Garden 
about 70 miles east of Cape Town. 
The spectacular display is laid out in 
a natural mountain ravine. Spring 
and early summer bring out a breath- 
taking tapestry of vygie bushes and 
500 different veld-flowers. 

Next appears Swellendam, South 
Africa’s third oldest town set at the 
foot of grand Langeberg Mountains. 
In town, Drostdy (built in 1746) 
houses an historic collection, and just 
four miles south is Bontebok National 
Park with its herds of rare antelopes. 

The Garden Route’s most unfor- 
gettable scenery flourishes in the 
towns of George and Storm’s River 
south of the mighty Outenique and 
Tsitsikamma ranges. At Riverdale, 
famed wax heather heath flowers 
grow six feet high and produce dis- 
tinctive honey. Nearby Jurish Park 
has a giant wild-flower garden. 

From Mossell Bay, so named in 
1602 because of its shellfish, the Gar-

There they located Hurricane Pre- 
cision Industries, Inc., in Medley near 
Hialeah. The company made only 
power boats at the time, but Elgin 
National’s big brass recognized its di- 
versification and bought it. 

They found their sailboat compa- 
ny in Santa Ana, California, doing 
business as Lindsey Plastics, and 
again decided it was their kind of lei- 
sure. 

Today, under the all-encompass- 
ing Enterprise Yacht Corporation, a 
division of Elgin National Industries, 
each firm has extended its scope to 
include both sailboats and power 
boats. You may sail away from Flori- 
da or motor away from California 
with equal ease. 

Barely a year after its birth, En- 
terprise Yachts has a formidable 
record and contented crews on both 
coasts. Their products have scored 
notable successes in racing competi- 
tions; and special timing devisers pro- 
duced by the parent company, Elgin 
Watch, have been used in ‘‘Hot Wire 
Rooms” to supply the press and the 
public with accurate scoring and tim- 
ing information on races in progress.

ic, machinery, electrical and mechani- 
cal) to be delivered to the shipyard 
before they began construction. 

This was Zalo Lopez-Garzon’s sec- 
ond crack at doing a ‘‘Kenlane.”’ A 
talented interior designer with Rich- 
ard Plumer of Miami, Zalo did the 
Kahn’s first Kenlane, a 1966 goody, 
but this one puts that in the shade. 

“They like light interiors so they 
requested no mahogany in either 
boat,’ he said.

The floor of the guest bathroom 
was glazed with the same print as the 
fabric of the bedspreads.

Ceramicist Marjorie Sherwood 
made lighting fixtures in the galley 
that pick up fabric used in the seats. 

“The crew’s quarters are just as 
glamorized as the guest stateroom,” 
Zalo pointed out. 

Tables that flip up from coffee or 
game-size to become dining tables are 
used throughout the Kenlane. Bam- 
boo design Chippendale chairs tor the 
game or dining table in the deck 
lounge certainly don’t fall in the 
“yachty” bracket. A signed Ming ta- 
ble by Philip Laverne, who does these 
one-of-a-kind items, is flanked by 
barrel-back open-arm chairs. Steel 
and brass combine with glass on the 
cotfee table in the salon. 


‘‘We exercised all means available 
to provide each area with comfort 
and beauty that can be obtained in 
designing a home,”’ said Zalo. 

Bathrooms have built-in shower 
heads and telephone (hand) showers. 
In the master stateroom the usual 
storage space beneath the bed has 
been replaced with box springs, and 
the bolsters are hollow to conceal the 
sleeping pillows inside. 

“Lights must be fastened down on 
a boat,” said Zalo. Even the cut crys- 
tal and brass lamps in the master 
stateroom underwent this treatment. 
“Mrs. Kahn sacrificed a good table 
by drilling into it, in order to fasten a 
lamp,” he said. 

The problem of getting furniture 
on board a yacht must be solved be- 
fore it unloads at the gangway. Some- 
times sofas must be shipped without 
the legs attached, to be assembled 
aboard. ‘“‘Interior design has to be

son Mark helps in the construction 
and represents the family as skipper 
in major race events. His competitors 
say Mark is a fine skipper with an in- 
tuitive sense of the best trim to make 
in his sails. Mark was aboard Wings 
when it won the Block Island Race 
Week Regatta. 

The present day Soverel is a prod- 
uct of studied design, experience and 
steady refinements, but much of the 
success of the line is due to the care 
in building, meticulous attention to 
detail, the hundreds of inspections 
and the indestructible nature of fiber- 
glass. 

Engineering innovations have 
eliminated all the wood construction 
excepting for beautification, such as 
mahogany gunwales and rails and in- 
terior cabinets. The builders have 
found fiberglass interior bulkheads to 
be structural assets, for nothing 
aboard the Soverel deteriorates from 
contact with salt water. 

Construction begins with a mold 
slowly built up manually to form one- 
halt of the hull. When this mold is 
polished to perfection, and to Bill So- 
verel’s satisfaction, women employes 
lay in laminations of fiberglass cloth, 
alternating with impregnations of lay- 
ers of fiberglass resins until the thick- 
ness reaches nearly a half inch. 

Similar work is being done simul- 
taneously on the other half of the 
bottom mold. When properly cured 
the parts are moved from the mold 
and joined to make a complete hull. 
The bonding is so perfect that no So- 
verel has ever split a seam or stem 
despite rough handling, banging at 
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'wharfs, or an occasional scraping the 
reefs. 

The decks, cabin and cockpit are 
built in one piece using the mold and 
the laminating process until a solid 
single unit is formed and cured. At 
this point the upper works are ready. 
However, the major Soverel effort 
'is made in fitting out the vessel. Cab- 
in interiors, heads, bunks, storage 
spaces, electrical wiring and a host of 
minor details (including the installa- 
tion of the auxiliary motor) are com- 
| pleted before the one-piece top is in- 

stalled and bonded to the hull so well 
that it is nearly impossible to distin- 
guish the joining. The whole boat is 
_fused into a solid unit which stiffens 
the vessel so that the creak, twist and 
| sway motion of a wooden craft under 
stress is eliminated. 

A unique centerboard design al- 
lows tor lead ballasting in a compact 
area just where it will do the most 
good. It also allows for a movable 
centerboard so strengthened that 
there is never any leakage around the 
centerboard trunk. 

Bill Soverel believes the fiberglass 
| craft is the boat of the future. He sees 
no limitations to the size of boat pos-

sible in this construction. It can be 
strengthened to meet any size require- 
ments. 

‘“‘We have found as we built and 
tested these craft that refinements, 
better utilization of space and easier 
operation is possible. We have built 
larger boats, added more sail and top 
hamper, more ballast, larger cabins 


and more cockpit space. Yet we have 
not lost any of the boat’s sailing qual- 
ities, and so far as we can determine 
the life of a Soverel boat is indefi- 
nite,” Soverel says. 

He makes a point of personally 
launching and commissioning every 
craft put out at his plant. He sails the 
boat with his customers, often deli- 
vering it great distances. In this way 
he is able to make final adjustments 
should they be needed, or should 
something not “feel right. ” 

Mrs. Soverel busies herself with 
the company’s finances, and at the 
same time operates a fleet of charter 
boats (all Soverels by the way) out of 
Freeport, West Palm Beach, Green 
Turtle Bay in the Abacos, and Gover- 
nors Harbour in Eleuthera. 

Son Mark runs plumb lines on 
semi-finished hulls, checks bonding of 
all joints, and looks forward to a 
whole lot of ocean racing. 

The Soverel family has created a 
world of their own in a medium emi- 
nently satisfactory to them. At the 
same time they have brought out a 
superior vessel of almost indestructi- 
ble construction. Can there be a joint 
effort any more rewarding? Oo

li our Collector’s Corner this 
month is Miniature Arms, a McGraw 
Hill book, written by Merrill Lindsay 
and costing $8.95. Merrill Lindsay, 
unrelated either to Bobbs or Dina, is 
the world’s leading authority on arms, 
armor and guns which were magnifi- 
cently illustrated and knowledgeably 
written about in writerly prose in his 
artbook-sized One Hundred Great 
Guns. As befitting a text about minia- 
ture arms, this is a little book dedi- 
cated to Agnoletto of Turin and a de- 
light, even for someone who knows 
nothing about guns, to read. It is pro- 
fusely illustrated with color plates of 
miniature wheel lock pistols, pole 
arms, armor, cannon, flint lock pis- 
tols, cutlass pistols, revolvers, auto- 
matics, shotguns, rifles, military min- 
iatures, rapiers, snaphaunce pistols, 
horn-stocked matchlocks, percussion 
pistols, cuirasses, charm miniatures, 
derringers, breech loading flint pistols, 
a Miquelet blunderbuss pistol, a ri- 
baudequin, an onager, Presidential 
model cannons, crossbows, halberds 
and other replicas to be found in mu- 
seum, library and private collections. 

The author takes you on a tour of 
the world’s top miniature gun collec- 
tions which he describes in conversa- 
tional style and with encyclopedic ex- 
pertise you hardly realize you are ab- 
sorbing until you find yourself fasci- 
natingly well-informed on the finer 
points of the miniaturist’s craft. As 
interesting a book for the collector as 
it is for anyone interested in work- 
manship that has enchanted Turkish 
pashas, Indian rajahs, Russian czars, 
all the crowned heads of Europe. 


Bas in brief that I have liked: 

Bech: A Book. John Updike, pub- 
lished by Altred A. Knopt, $5.95. The 
subject, an anthology of contempo- 
rary Jewish writers in the archetypal, 
composite form of Henry Bech, as 
recorded by a waspish biographer. 
The rewards and punishments of a 


writer ascended to the fame of a cul- 
ture object are wittily detailed. Ap- 
pendix B, which purports to chronicle 
Bech’s literary rise and fall, is a non- 
pareil parody of the upper reaches of 
America’s “‘in’’ literary scene. 

When to See a Psychologist, by Lee 
M. Shulman and Joan Kennedy Tay- 
lor, Nash Publishing Corporation, 
$6.95. Even if you don’t have a prob- 
lem, this book is a straightforward, 
commonsense guide about how the 
mind and emotions function and how 
that functioning can break down. 
How the mind and body affect each 
other is clearly explained, as are the 
functionings of the memory and the 
subconscious. The book does not dis- 
cuss the psychotic states — schizo- 
phrenia, manic depression and involu- 
tional melancholia — but it does give 
an excellent coverage of neurotic pat- 
terns, defense mechanisms and other 
means by which we cover up our 
problems rather than attempt to un- 
derstand and resolve them. Case his- 
tories of everyday problems are given, 
the problems of anxieties, fear, hostili- 
ty, depression and obsessive-compul- 
sive behavior clearly described. The 
last three chapters are concerned with 
what you can do about problems, 
finding the right professional help, 
plus a discussion of the two leading 
schools of psychotherapy, nondirec- 
tive and directive, and specific infor- 
mation about therapists and where to 
tind them. Lee M. Shulman has been 
a practicing psychologist for 21 years. 
His co-author, Joan Kennedy Taylor, 
a free-lance writer, has the gift for 
making complicated things simple. 

The Trumpet of the Swan, by E. 
B. White, Harper & Row, $4.50. Il- 
lustrated in a painterly way by Ed- 
ward Frascino, and suitable for chil- 
dren of all ages from five on, this is 
the story of Louis, a Trumpeter 
Swan, who was hatched lacking a. 
voice. So that he would be able to 
court the beautiful swan, Serena, 
Louis’ father stole a trumpet for him. 
How Louis learned to play the trum- 
pet and how he earned $4,420.78 to 
redeem his father’s honor, his experi- 
ences on Philadelphia Zoo’s Bird Lake 
and at Boston’s Ritz Hotel, descrip- 
tions of nature and Canadian wildlife 
are blended in a fantasy of sheer de- 
light and humor, a swan’s eye view of 
Walden, as revised by KE. B. White, a 
touching and lovely book. If you 
don’t have young children, you might 
tind some to read it to so you, too, 
can have the pleasure of experiencing 
this memorable story. oO

quisite fare on festive occasions goes 
as far back as the history of man. 
Even today, we enjoy pre-Christiar 
symbolic foods on Christian holy days. 

One example of this is the eating 
of pork as a traditional main course 
on holy days. Among the Indo-Euro- 
pean nations, the pig has always been 
a token of fertility, prosperity and 
good luck. The idea carried over into 
Christian times, with the boar’s head 
a popular dish at Christmas in En- 
gland, ham for Easter in the States 
and parts of Europe, roast piglet for 
New Year’s celebrations in Hungary. 

Maura Laverty tells us in the 
book, Feasting Galore, that in Ireland 
lofig ago, a whole pig was baked in a 
pit lined with hot stones. Or it might 
be cooked in a great bronze cauldron 
— a prized possession in well-to-do 
households. She points out that pork 
has always been a favorite with the 
Irish. ‘“‘Wasn’t it as a swineherd that 
St. Patrick first came to us?,’ they 
say. 

Strictly traditional, too, was the 
serving of the meat in line with the 
prominence of the guests: 


A thigh for a king and a poet; 

A chine for a literary sage; 

A leg for a young lord; 

Heads for charioteers; 

A haunch for a queen. 

The delightful Irish writer ex- 
plains that ‘“‘the hero’s morsel’ was 
the choice meat reserved for the Irish- 
man who had done the noblest deed 

Admittedly, Americans are just as

partial to the Thanksgiving turkey as 


the Irish are to pork, but this could 
be the year you would enjoy a change 
in menu. In effect, you will be chang- 
ing an American tradition for an even 
older one! 

So we suggest for your entree that 
most elegant of all roasts — Crown 
Roast of Pork. The ribs are cooked 
crusty and brown, stuffed with the 
zestiest orange, rice, apple and lemon 


peel filling, and given a diadem of red 
cherries. 

The crown roast is made from the 
loin and rib chops and usually weighs 
8-10 pounds. The ribs are separated 
at the backbone but left together so, 
when serving, the knife goes down be- 
tween each two ribs or chops, and the 
section is lifted out and served with 
some of the stuffing. When you order 
a crown roast, have the meat man 
wrap pieces of salt pork around the 
end of each ‘‘Frenched’’ rib, to pre- 
vent charring during the roasting. 

For most tasty potatoes place 
small peeled, halved potatoes in the 
pan to roast with the pork. Be sure to 
baste them frequently. Spiced crab- 
apples are a favorite garnish with 
this dish, or oranges scooped out, cut 
with basket handles and filled with 
mixed citrus and red cherries. 

But if, for you, it wouldn’t be 
Thanksgiving without the bird, per- 
haps the handsomest platter of all is 
the majestic turkey, roasted buttery- 
brown, and filled to popping with a 
delectable dressing. 

An all-American bird, the turkey 
was introduced to Britain by the 
Spaniards after the discovery of 
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America. Englishmen like our bird for 
Christmas, but the goose is their re- 
vered yule tradition. Remember the 
Cratchit Christmas dinner in Dickens’ 
Christmas Carol? It tells us ‘‘there 
never was such a goose. . . the youn- 
gest Cratchits in particular were 
steeped in sage and onions to the eye- 
brows.” 

Now that fresh, unfrozen turkeys 
are readily available, don’t settle for 
anything less. They are far more 
tasty than the frozen birds. If you 
must choose a frozen one, let it thaw 
unwrapped in the refrigerator two to 
four days, depending on size. If the 
package is watertight, you may place 
it under running cold water until the 
bird is pliable, two to six hours. 

Your turkey may be roasted in an 
open pan, placed breast side up on a 
rack in the shallow pan, covered 
loosely with foil, with foil pressed 
tightly over the drumsticks and neck, 
but not touching top or sides of the 
bird. The band of skin or cord that 
holds drumsticks is cut when the tur- 
key is two-thirds done, so that the 
heat may penetrate to the inside of 
the thighs. 

If a covered pan is used, the foil 


is eliminated. Be aware that turkeys 
cooked this way will have a steamed 
taste, but they are quite juicy. An 
hour before end of cooking time, re- 
move the cover so that the turkey 
will brown. 

Large turkeys, 16 to 24 pounds, 
cook beautifully at a high tempera- 
ture, with the bird wrapped in foil. 


Wrap thoroughly, but do not make it

airtight. Cook in a shallow pan with- 


out a rack, at 450 deg. F. About a 
half hour before the bird is due to be 
done, slit the foil, insert a meat ther- 
mometer and cook until it reads 185 
to 190 deg. See roasting guide follow- 
ing recipes. 

For the luscious holiday buffets 
held in warm and sunny Palm Beach, 
we suggest an elegant Galantine of 
Veal. Filled with a zesty forcemeat 


mixture of veal, pork and chorizo sau- 
sage and dotted with ripe olives, the 
galantine is frosted with a sauce 
based on anchovies and mayonnaise. 

Food historians tell us that Galan- 
tine is a French word borrowed from 
England, where Galyntynes were great 
favorites during the Middle Ages. The 
name was used for a variety of dishes, 
but all had as an ingredient the pow- 
dered roots of Galingale, a wild flower 
of the snowdrop family, sometimes 
called rush-nut and known to bota- 
nists as Sweet Cyperus. 

We owe our modern Galantine to 
one Prevost, Chef to the Marquis de 
Brancas before 1789, and a master 
cook in Paris during Napoleon’s reign. 

For the intimate family dinner, 
we suggest Roast Capon a la Rhine. 
The bird — usually about six pounds 
— is chock full of a savory Mush- 
room Stuffing, and a hint of good 
Rhine wine. 

Any turkey or chicken may be 
basted with wine. Just heat a mixture 
of half melted butter and half wine. 
The wine may be a red or a white 
dinner wine or sherry, although the 
red wines do add a hint of red tint to 
the meat. This basting during roas- 
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ting adds a beautiful brown color, and 
the aroma is tantalizing. To complete 
the idea, serve a wine jelly in place of 
cranberry sauce. Because a bird has 
both light and dark meat, experts di- 
vide on the type of wine to use. One 
good answer: serve both red and 
| white, lightly chilled. Or strike a 
| happy medium with a rose. And al- 
| ways, there is the one perfect choice, 
champagne, guaranteed to add a fes- 
j tive note to the feast. 

ROAST CAPON A LA RHINE 

Wash 6-7 pound capon in cold 
running water; pat dry. Cook giblets 
in 2 cups water; drain, reserving 
| broth; chop. Stuff body and neck cav- 
| ities of capon with mushroom stuff- 
ing; truss. Place on rack in open 
roaster. Roast at 350 deg. F., allowing 
30 minutes per pound. Remove from 
roaster. Pour fat from roaster, leaving 
| brown drippings. Return 3 table- 
spoons fat to roaster; blend in 3 ta- 
blespoons flour. Measure 1% cups gib- 
let broth; add to fat-flour mixture, 
cook and stir until smooth and thick. 
Add % cup Rhine wine and chopped 
giblets. Heat to serving temperature. 
Makes about 2% cups. 

Mushroom Stuffing: % cup Rhine 


Mushroom-stuffed Capon a la Rhine basted in 
wine is a happy choice for a small family. 


Wine; % cup water; 4 lb. butter or 
margarine; 1 package bread stuffing 
mix (or your own preferred mixture); 
1 can (6 oz.) broiled chopped mush- 
rooms; 1 teaspoon rosemary; 1 tea- 
spoon instant minced green onions; 4 
cup wheat germ; 1 beaten egg. 

Combine wine, water, butter in 
large saucepan; heat until butter 
melts. Stir in stuffing. Add mush- 
rooms, with their broth. Add rose- 
mary, onion, wheat germ; mix well. 
Stir in beaten egg, mix well. 


ROAST TURKEY WITH 
AUSTRIAN STUFFING 


1 oven-ready turkey (16-20 
pounds); 1 cup melted butter; juice of 
1 lemon; 5 strips salt pork; 1 large 
onion, chopped; 2 stalks chopped 
green Pascal celery; 3 chopped car- 
rots; 1 bouquet garni; 1 cup dry 
white wine. 

Clean turkey by rubbing inside 
and out with cut side of half lemon, 
then wrap tightly in foil and refriger- 
ate, unstuffed. Prepare stuffing pre- 
ferred. Pack stuffing loosely into tur- 
key, closing openings and pinning 
down legs and wings with small skew- 
ers. Rub skin generously with butter. 
Cover breast area and tops of both 
legs with slices of salt pork, holding in 
place with tightly fitting pieces of 
aluminum foil. Preheat oven to 450 
deg. F. Sprinkle bird with mixed salt 
and pepper. 

Start in very hot 450 deg. F. 
oven, with bird in open roasting pan, 
and roast 15 to 20 minutes to sear 
and close the pores. Reduce heat to 
moderate 350 deg. F. and add 1 
chopped onion, chopped celery, 
chopped carrots, bouquet garni. Pour 
over all 2 cups boiling water mixed

Heat oil and saute onion until 
clear; add sausage and continue cook- 
ing with onion until light golden 
brown. In bowl, stir together onion- 
sausage mixture, parsley; anchovy fil- 
lets; eggs, lemon juice, thyme, marjo- 
ram; salt and pepper to taste. In oil, 
saute chicken livers with bread- 
crumbs, cooking until golden brown. 
Combine ingredients and stuff bird. 


GIBLET GRAVY 

¥% cup drippings from roasting 
turkey; 3% tablespoons cornstarch; 2 
cups giblet broth; % cup Sauterne or 
other white wine; salt and pepper to 
taste; chopped cooked giblets. 

Combine drippings and corn- 
starch; mix well. Stir in giblet broth 
and wine; cook, stirring, until gravy 
boils and is thickened. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper. Add giblets. 

FRUITED RICE-FILLED 

CROWN ROAST OF PORK 

1 24-rib pork crown roast; salt 
and pepper; 3 cups cubed and pared 
apples; 1 cup chopped celery; *%4% cup 
chopped onion; 4 cup drippings from 
roast; 4 cups cooked rice (cooked in 
consomme); 1 cup raisins; 1 teaspoon 
grated lemon peel; 1 teaspoon salt; 
dash each of thyme, rosemary, marjo- 
ram, pepper; maraschino cherries. 

Have meat man prepare crown 
roast of pork. Wipe meat with damp 
cloth. Season inside and out with salt 
and pepper. Place meat on rack in 
shallow pan. Roast at 325 deg. F. for 
about 2% hours or until meat at cen- 
ter registers 185 deg. F. on meat ther- 


mometer. Cook apples, celery, and 
onion in meat drippings until tender 
but not brown. Add cooked rice, rai- 
sins, lemon peel and seasonings. Mix 
well. About 45 minutes before roast is 
done, remove from oven and fill cen- 
ter of roast with rice dressing. Cover 
crown with aluminum foil to prevent 
drying of dressing and return to oven 
to finish cooking. Allow 2 ribs per 
serving. Place maraschino cherries on 
exposed rib ends. Makes 12 servings. 


GALANTINE OF VEAL 
5-pound boned leg of veal; force- 
meat; 4 strips bacon; % pound ham 
steak, cut in 2 strips; 244 cups canned 
pitted ripe olives; 3 quarts chicken 
broth; Sauce Collioure. 

Have meat man butterfly boned 
veal leg to make 12x15-inch piece of 
even thickness. Place veal rectangle 
on large wet towel. Pat half of force- 
meat mixture over veal not covering 
1% inches around edges. Arrange two 
strips bacon down center lengthwise; 
arrange ham strips down both sides. 
Press 1 cup ripe olives over force- 
meat. Cover with remaining 2 strips 
bacon, then remaining forcemeat. 
Press in 1 cup ripe olives. Roll up 
towel, overlapping edges of veal; tie 
tightly in several places. Simmer in 
broth 1%4 hours. Drain and cool. 
Rinse towel and rewrap meat. Chill 
overnight. Frost with Sauce Collioure 
and garnish as desired with remaining 
1% cup ripe olives, pimiento and pars- 
ley. Chill. Serve on chopped aspic if 
desired. Makes 15 servings. 

Forcemeat: Have meat man grind 
34 pound veal stew meat, %4 pound fat 
pork shoulder and % pound chorizo or 
other hot sausage 3 times. Mix 
ground meats with 2 eggs, % cup pis- 
tachio nuts, % cup sherry, 1 table- 
spoon anise seed, 2 teaspoons thyme, 
2 teaspoons salt and 1 cup chopped 
parsley. 

Sauce Collioure: Sprinkle 2 enve- 
lopes unflavored gelatin on % cup 
cold water to soften. Place over low 
heat, stirring until dissolved. Remove 
from heat and add 2 finely chopped 
anchovies, 1 crushed clove garlic and 
3 cups mayonnaise, preferably home- 
made. Oo
